follows the gentlemanly rule of sending to market a considerable pro¬ 
portion of the poultry or game that he kills. The gamekeeper is re¬ 
sponsible (ns an agent whose operations are encouraged by the law) 
for the wholesale. destruction of fields of green wheat in seasons when 
hares arid rabbits are hard-pressed for food; he is responsible for the 
deuuiidution of the British fauna, which lias proceeded so far that 
there is scarce ;e wild animal left In the country, for does he not shoot 
every eagle, hawk, oivl—aye every bird of every kind that comes 
within his range, except such as he is required to preserve for his mas¬ 
ter’s amusement, or such as ho Intends to make profit of surreptitiously 
for his own private advantage? He is a curse because he promotes the 
spread of vermin of every kind by destroying their natural destroy¬ 
ers, It is to the gamekeeper we are indebted, not only for the keep¬ 
ing of game so-called, hut also for the promotion of rats, mice, and 
fruit-eating birds; for if the hawks and owls were left alone, these 
pests would be kept in check, and the farmer and gardener would have 
fewer thorns and glass bottles to walk upon. The game question is 
everybody’s question; consequently, it must be a question for garden¬ 
ers, in connection with other people, to consider. Let us illustrate 
the question by one view of the case founded on demonstrable facts. 
We will take you to a princely property whereon game is strictly 
preserved, and where foxes are almost as plentiful us blackberries. 
Around, but beyond the boundaries of that property, the grass lands 
to the extent of full two hundred acres are pretty well swept of every 
blade of grass the whole year round by rabbits, and the farmers who 
rent them simply lose by the transaction. You will say. perhaps, 
that tiie farmers are fools for their pains. Well, we think so too. It 
they were wise and prudent, they would take their capital and skill 
out of the country, and say, in parting from the shore, "let the lag¬ 
gards that love lords and believe in gamekeepers live on their faith it 
they can.” Or the hypothetical advocate of gumekeeping may say 
that rabbits are very good food.and we shall admit that they are; hut 
as lovers of truth, we are hound to keep in mind the fact that it re¬ 
quires as much food to make a rabbit as to make a sheep, and when we 
travel Whitechapel way and meet with a starving family, we shall 
think the preserver of rabbits will have something to answer for at 
the judgment day. But autli alteram partem: if we had no rabbits, 
we should have very few foxes, and then what becomes of sport? Wo 
must admit the force of this argument, Rabbits arc encouraged that
